RS-1 LEAVES DETROIT 
T0 ESCAPE STORMS 


Dirigible Expected to Arftve at 
Scott Field, Ill., by Sun- 
rise Today.

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 18 —The 


Army dirigible KS-1 started back 
to its base at Scott Field, near 
Belleville, I?., at 2:30 o'clock this 
afternoon when news by radio of 
impending storms reached Col. 
John A. Paegelow, commanding. 
The ship is expected to arrive at 
sunrise tomorrow, 

Col. Paegelow had planned to 


spend the night In Detroit and take 
the dirigible to Chicago tomorrow. 

The flight from Scott Field to 
Detroit, begun at 3:45 Friday, was 
the longest trip of the RS-1 since it 
was launched last January. 

Nosing her way through fog 
most of the way, the dirigible ar- 
rived at the Ford Airport about 
daybreak this morning. Hidden 
by the fog it floated invisible over 
the landing place nearly two, hours, 
but at 7:30 a. m. was safely moored 
to the mast erected originally for 
the ill-fated Shenandoah, which 
never reached Detroit. 


Even after it was tied up, the 
RS-1 was barely visible from the 
ground. Drag ropes were dropped 
and hooked to cables which hung 
from the tower. Winches drew 
the nose of the ship to the tower. 
Yaw! lines were dropped to steady 
the ship, and the first landing at 
the Ford airmast was completed. 

Casting off from the mast short- 
ly after noon, the big airship 
cruised over downtown Detroit and 
on up the Detroit River to Sel- 
fridge Field. There a conference 
between Col, Paegelow and officers 
at the field resulted in a decision 
to return to Scott Field immedi- 
ately. Fuel sufficient for a 1000- 
mile cruise was taken on before 
the ship was released. 

Col. Paegelow feared that even 
with his early departure the’ ship 
might not escape a storm. How 
ever, officers agreed that it would 
be easier for the ship to weathe: 
a storm in the air than it would 
if it were lashed to an air mar 
here, there being no hangar in this 
vicinity large enough to accommo- 
date the Sir igiets.

American wages are higher than European, 
Johnson believes, not because of any stimula-_ 
tion by the tariff, but because of the great-| 
er natural resources of this country, the more 
efficient organization of American industry 


and the greater productivity of the American 


workman. This superiority of the American 
workman—amounting in the shoe industry, 
Johnson says, to the production of twice as 
many shoes per workman as in England—is 
due in part to the better facilities which the 
American manufacturer puts et the disposal 
of his force. 

“Give the workman the most modern ma- 
chinery, surround him with the most hygienic 
conditions, pay him a good wage and tell 
him to go to "* is Johnson's prescription. 
It is important, too, in his opinion, that shut- 
downs be avoided, and he points with satisfac- 
tion to the record of his company which shows 
only negligible suspensions of work on ac- 
count of want of business. 

Johnson was asked whether the high wage 


scale in the United States might not be due|, 


to the collective bargaining power of the la- 
bor unions. He replied that this was not a 
controlling factor—that in the shoe industry, 
at least, good wages would be paid in any 
event. As to labor troubles, he said that the 
last strike in his company occurred so long 
ago that everybody had forgotten about it.

Two thousand feet of ‘Lost 
River” are traveled before the far 
landing is reached. “Lost River,” 
by the way, is said by geologists to 
be a subterranean flow having its 
source somewhere. in the Rocky 
Mountains. .

WILL GO ON TRIAL 


Cost to Motor Vehicle Own- 
ers in Massachusetts Is 
Estimated at $18,000,000

Owners of 750,000 motor/ vehi- 
cles in Massachusetts will ve to 
pay about $18,000,000: f com- 


-pulsory automobile Hiabilifty insur- 


ance each year as a result of the 
new Massachusetts compulsory li- 
ability insurance.law that goes into 
effect with the 1927 registration 
of cars. 

This is to be the first trial ever 
made of compulsory automobile in- 
surance in this country. 

No one can predict what will 
be the effect of the law upon the 
number of accidents. Under the 
most successful working of the 
law, careful driving would be pro- 
moted and in subsequent years the 
rates would be lowered. But ff In- 
surance should promote careless- 
ness, as it sometimes does, rates 
would have to be raised for the 
next year or two until this tenden- 
cy can be checked by weeding out 
the unfit. ? 

Rates Will Be Lowered. 

The rates average from 5 to 25 


-per cent lower than those charzed 


by insurance companies, and it is 
expected that the new law, by cre- 
ating an enormous volume of new 
business, will greatly réduce: over: 
head costs, although, on the other 
hand, the companies will assume 
many poor risks along with the 
good ones.

DEADWOOD. South Dakota 
EADWOOD, fifts 
vears after, is no 
lonwer the vigorous, 
qudie K - shooting 
frontier outpost it 
used to be in thre 
days of the Black 
Hills gold rush. 
Gone are the big 
six-shooters of ves- 
terday and the men 
who knew how to 
use them. Vanished the lariat, the roulette 
wheel aud the dance halls. Gone is Wild 
West romance. Romance sleepa in Mount 
Moriah Cemetery where side by side repose 
the bones of Wild Bill and Calamity Jane. 


Flivvers stand along Main street where 
the cayuse of the cow puncher used to droop 
his head at the hitchpost to await the reel- 
ing return of a master. Garages and fill- 
ing stations have supplanted the innum- 
erable saloons which, back in the seventies, 
stood row.on row with door swinging both 
ways and outside stairways leading up to 
the “‘hotel’ overhead. Deadwood even has 
churches, several of them. And therein al- 
most any Sunday morning may be heard 
thanks rendered unto the Lord for the bless- 
ings of prohibition Prohibition in Dead- 
wood. 

There hasn't been a lynching in Dead- 
wood ip vears. It's a law-abiding town, am- 
bitlous to achieve the amenities that come 
to country towns——or are helleved to come 
—with entry into city status. ‘“‘The world’s 
biggest little city,” it calls itself with an up- 
and-coming inflection that hints of Ad 
Club and Rotary and Kiwanis. The spirit 
of Deadwood is now the spirit of progress 
and expansion. Indeed, civilization has 
progressed so far that the town is no longer 
ashamed to look back upon its rugged his- 
tory. From the happy hunting ground 
where ride the shadea of Buffalo Bill and 
Wild Bill and Calamity Jane it even strives 
On occasion to call back the apirit of the 
roaring, fighting Deadwood of old. Such 
an occasion Was the recent presentation of 
A pageant, “The Spirit of Deadwood,” writ- 
ten and produced by Deadwood residents 
and celebrating the semicentennial of the 
bold, bad mining camp's incorporation aa a 
town 


NSOFAR as it is possible to call back 

a spirit so far flown as that of the 

old-time Deadwood, it was successful.

never could and never will’ ring. 

Her real name was Martha Canary Burke, 
Or, rather, it was Martha Canarv. It 
didn’t become Burke until 1884, when she 
married Clinton Burke of El Paso. Texas. 
That was after the most active years of her 
career had passed. History records the 
fact, which was of little consequence to 
Calamity Jane, that she was born at Prince- 
ton, Missouri, in 1848 and began her course 
as a hard-riding, straight-shooting frontier 
woman at the age of 13. When Martha was 
13, her parents, caught by the lure of the 
Montana gold fields, emigrated westward in 
a covered wagon, taking with them their six 
children, of whom Martha was the eldest. 
On this trip through hostile Indian coun- 
try the girl learned to ride and shoot like 
a hardened plainsman, helping to keep the 
family larder stocked with fresh buffalo 
meat. Shortly after the family reached 
Montana, the mother died and the father. 
unsuccessful in his efforts to find gold, 
started to retrace his steps to Missouri, poor- 
er than when he started. He was destined 
never to complete the trip. He died at Salt 
Lake City on the return trek and 13-year- 
old Martha was left to feed and protect her 
five younger brothers and sisters. 


'T WAS always said of Martha Canary 

that ahe was at her best in time of 

trouble. When things were going smooth- 
ily she was just an ordinary woman of the 
dance hall and the mining camp. But 
when disaster was pressing close she 
rose to the occasion with the courage 
and resourcefulness of a super-woman. 
So it was when Fate left her at the head 
of a helpless brood of children. far 
from home and without a friend within 
a thousand miles. She buckled to her job 
with a show of heroism which later was to 
become known as characteristic She 
washed dishes in frontier grub houses at 
Fort Bridger. She cooked at a cattle ranch. 
She rode with the cowboys. She did anything 
and everything that would help to feed five 


and rifles. Custer detailed 
Hickok. her as a scout und it is 
doubtful if he ever had a better one. AS &@ 
Custer seout, ahe was the first woman ever 
tu enter the Black Hills, and it was while 
this capacity that she 


she was serving I 
earned her picturesque nickname. 


N 1872. during the campaign against the 

Nez Perce Indians, she was scouting with 

a group of United States Army offl- 
cers on Goose Creek, in Wroming, when they 
were surprised by a band of Cheyennes in a 
deep, wooded canyon One young officer 
Captain Egan, was shot from his horse and 
a warrior dashed up to take his sealp.. The 
woman scout rushed to the rescue. Firing 
from under her horse's neck, Indian fashion, 
she killed the redskin and then, lifting the 
wounded officer in front of her, she carried 
him safely to cover. He regained conscious- 
ness to discover his rescuer had been 4 
woman. She had been known up to that 
time merely as Jane. 

“Well, Jane,” he said, blinking up 
through his bandages, ‘‘you're a good one 
to have around in time of calamity.” 

The word struck the soldiers’ fancy and 
they immediately nicknamed her “Calamity 
Jane.’' In vears to come she was to prove 
worthy of it more times than one. 

There was the occasion when. on August 
2, 1876, her devoted friend, James Butler 
(Wild Bill) Hickok, Deadwood'’s famous 
two-gun peace officer, was shot in the back 
of the head by the gambler, Jack McCal! 
The killing occurred in the old Bella Union 
saloon where Hickok, the hero of countless 
gun fights with bad men, sat in a game of 
poker. It may have been, as was said by 


the old timers, because Jane waa deeply in 


love with Wild Bill She herself never 
vaid much about her romance. But she was 
among the first to reach the scene of the 
shooting and she was blind with rage In 
her excitement she had come without her 
shooting irons, but that made not the sligzht- 
est difference. She never knew what it was 
to fear mau, beast or devil So while oth- 
ers were shrinking from the task. she set 
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leaped upon him and hammerrd 
him into submission. and then 
atood guard until a posse ar- 
rived and locked him up Inci- 
dentallv, he escaped from the 
cabin jail, but was soon after- 
ward recaptured on Horse Creek 
ranch and hanged. 

There were other instances of 
Jane's plunge into the breach 
at critical moments. The Dead- 
wood fire of 1879 The small- 
pox  epidemis of Deadwood 
Guich. When the malady fell 
upon the camp, they sent fo 
her Unbuckling her six-shoot- 
ers, she went Into the shacks of 
the stricken miners and thelr 
families She took them such 
food and medicine as she could 
get. When they couldn't pay for 
it she paid herself She was 
awkward at the bedside, and her 
hands were hard from rough 
campaigns, but never was there

After the epidemic had passed. 
“he asked, like Herve Riel, fo 
a good, whole holiday as her re- 
ward.

The picturesque profession of Calamity Jane 
and Buffaio Blil, of Deadwood Dick and Col- 
orado Charlie, had passed into history. The 
old seouts turned their talents into various 
channels after that. Some of them became 
frontier peace officers. Others drifted back 
to their old occupation of trapping A 
few were to be heard from again as riders 
of the pony expresa. That was the calling 
which next attracted Calamity For a vear 
she carried the mail between Deadwood and 
Custer, Montana 

Later Calamity joined a freightine firm 
operating from Westport Landing and for! 
four vears drove a six-mule team across 
the plains. She could handle the lines as 
well as any man driver in the outfit. and 
her artistry with the blacksnake whip be- 
came widely cePrbrated 

Her last freighting was done at the 
Black Hawk mines during the mining boom 
at Central City, Colorado, and it was here 
that she got the mining fever She bought 
a claim and sank a shaft. Returning to her 
diggings one day, she found a manenamed 
Ragan had jumped her claim Without 
asking for help or advice. she promptly 
atrapped on a Colt forty-five and walked 
up to the pit. Looking down. she saw a 
man at work 

“What are you doing down there you

‘I'm digging for gold. What the hell do

Then Ragan looked up into the muzzle

Montana, in quest of her room She had 
just come to town and had put up ina 
room over a saloon tHat had an outaide 
<tairway and a bartender named ‘Patey.* 
Fur in the maze of saloons with outside 
stairwavs and mixologjats named ‘Patsy’ 
she couldn't find the right one. FPigally, 
the bartenders joined forees and got her lo 
cated. The next morning, attired in kniek 
ers, Freeman sought her for an_ interview 
and found her smokine a biack clear. She 
was willing to be interviewed. 

‘Sure, Short Pants,” she said. “Just 
run down and rush a can of sude and [ll 
rattle off the whole layout for you.
